Probably not on 10m. Loss is higher than at the lower frequencies, but RG8 
is pretty cheap, and for any reasonable run, it's better to get decent coax. 


The world changes at VHF and above, tho. Decent hardline can be several 
dollars a foot, and height is everything, so you tend to have long runs. 
Even at 2 meters, a couple hundred feet of RG8 and you have no signal. 
Compare a hundred bucks for a preamp to $500 in hardline, and the difficulty 
in installing it, and then the preamp becomes a good deal.

>Someone else posted a note on this list regarding an antenna deal at Fair 
>Radio which prompts me to add that I noticed they have the infamous HyGain 
>CB boards available for $6.50 + S&H. It might be worth finding out if they 
>have their finals in them and are-complete-except-for-the-case, etc. They 
>would make (and have made) jim-dandy 10 meter CW conversions. 


I recently spoke to one of the folks at Fair Radio Sales about these 
boards. He said that they have two different types and to SPECIFY 

the board that was used in the 73 mag conversion (they have a board 
number that begins PMBOX, or something like that), otherwise you will 
get a non convertable board. 


As long as the Cybernet board has a 3 xtal PLL-02A synthesizer scheme 
they are pretty easy to convert over for 10 AM, FM (done about 12 of 
these myself), and CW (bit more detailed cuz you gotta build up a 
BFO). 


Essentially the conversion amounts to replacing the 11.8066 MHZ loop

I am certainly no expert in this gray area but maybe I can shed some light 
on the subject :-) 


The gray line width does change width with latitude in that it becomes wider 
as you move towards the poles. The effective gray line width also becomes 


wider as you increase in frequency. There are a lot of variables. A simple 
degree measurement either side of the terminator probably is a vast over 
simplification. 


Just remember that the gray line exist because the lower ionosphere layers, 
such as the D layer, recombine very quickly when the sun stops shining on 
it, causing the absorption levels to decrease rapidly (which is about all 
the D layer is good for on HF). Meanwhile, the higher layers of the 
ionosphere, such as the F layers, stay in the sunlight longer and recombine 
much slower after sunset and still provide long distance propagation. This 
creates a window of exceptionally good propagation. Due to the fact that 
the D layer absorbs the lower frequencies the most, the gray line window 
(width) is narrower on these bands. 


A gray line path maybe only a few minutes either side of the terminator on 
160m while a few hours either side on 20m. Other variables, such as solar 
activity, aurora, etc. have an effect as well. 


I know this complicates your computer program plans but maybe someone else 
can provide more exact numbers for you. Good luck.

Ok, so a lot of people are in a tizzy about the Y2K thing later this 
year. But I just needed a generator that would run my camp AC and 
microwave for the xyl. Besides, it xis*x prudent to be prepared for sudden 
power outages so you can at least save the contents of your refrigerator 
and/or freezer, or power that ham rig for emergency use. 


Well, there seems to be somewhat of a shortage of gas generators in some 
areas of the country, and I was told by at least two Honda salesmen that 
last year's disasters depleted a lot of the generator stock that still 
hasn't been replaced. So certain areas of the country may still be 
experiencing some generator shortages. 


Also I was told that a lot of people are buying larger generators of 5500 
watts or higher, and there has been an increase in the number of people 


who want to buy LP-fueled generators. Sounds like some folks may be 
predicting a long-term electrical outage, but I sure wouldn't speculate 
such a thing myself. We only have occasional commercial power outages 
here in central AZ, and that's mostly from the monsoon storms or the 
infrequent high-KV transmission line problem that we had a few years ago 
on the West coast. 


I mention this info, since some of you xdox use gas generators for Field 
Day, and/or for recreational use as I am planning to do. QRP camping 
still means AC use for some of us for the RV stuff. 


I left behind a 5500 watt Honda generator in Fla about 10 yrs ago, as it 
was too large and too heavy to bring with me to AZ. My mom is going to 
buy it from me, and keep it for hurricane disaster protection for 
herself. I was looking for a slightly smaller unit, as I didn't want to 
lug around a 400-500 lb unit to the camp sites in AZ. 


Honda has two new lightweight units, the 100Qw EU1000i; and the 3000w 
EU3000is that I just bought. The little one is only 28.6 lbs, and the 
bigger one is 134.5 lbs (both dry weights). Run times are longer due to a 
new design that I will describe shortly. It takes two people to lift the 
big one; one hand can lift the smaller unit. 


The most interesting thing about these new units, is that they are 
inverter-equipped AC output generators. Thus, a load-dependent speed 
control adjusts the engine speed to match the required output to the 
load(s). There is no conventional generator bolted to the engine. Rather, 
a multi-phase AC alternator is incorporated into a new-design flywheel 
that replaces the standard flywheel. This multiphase alternator (similar 
to your auto alternator design) supplies a solid state electronic control 
unit, that produces the required 60 Hz, 120 vac output (220vac, 50 Hz 
units for the UK). 


The only other company I know of that uses a variable speed design, is 
Generac. They have a couple of products for RV or motorhome use, but I've 
only seen them in camping supply or RV stores, and I don't have any 
experience or comments - good or bad - with those units. 


The Honda owner's manual has a wiring diagram that shows the input to the 
inverter solid-state module is a Y-connected three-phase winding built 
into the flywheel. Cooling airflow is directed over the inverter heat 
sinks, and through the engine alternator flywheel housing, engine, and 
out the rear of the enclosure over the exhaust muffler. 


In addition, the output AC sine waveform is cleaner than most commercial 
AC mains, having only 2.5% distortion vs 5% distortion of most 
power-company furnished AC. For comparison, most conventional (brushless, 
or automatic voltage controlled) portable AC generators have from 19.5% 


to 23% sine-wave distortion. This data is from Honda's EU series 
brochure. 


These new units also have the lowest operating noise ratings of any small 


generator currently on the market, because of extensive sound-proofing 
measures developed by Honda.

Just note that the new EU series is 120 vac xonly*. However, multiple 
units of the same model can be xparalleled* to increase output. And, the 
dealer I bought my EU3000is from did not know that it is electric-start. 
Seems Honda has omitted the battery electrolyte and instructions on 
filling the internally mounted 12v 9 A/H battery. (See, there is QRP 
related info in this posting, as this little battery would make for a 
*xswellx QRP rig power source when not using the generator!) ;-) 


The little EU1000i seems to be ideal for small loads, and it is much more 
available than the bigger EU3000is. Generator availability may get much 
worse by the end of this year - who knows? These new units are a little 
hard to find right now, and I paid $1650 for the EU3000is here in AZ. 
Most places want $1995 or more for them - if they have them. I didn't 
check the price on the smaller EU1000i units. 


And for those of you who question the load-starting ability of this 
alternator-inverter combination, my EU3000is easily starts a 7000 BTU air 
conditioner on my RV from low-idle speed.

A balanced line fed antenna may be connected to the two 5 way 
binding kposts marked BALANCED LINE. A jumper wire from the WIRE 
binding post, as indicated by a dotted line, should be connected 
to one of the posts of the BALANCED LINE. This couples the tuner 
to 

the balanced line thru a 4:1 balun.

I will weigh in for fusing the ground side. I base this on the following 
experience back in the early 70's: 


The SouthEast Connecticut Radio Amateur Mobile System (SCRAMS) made a 
group purchase of Midland 220 MHz radios, the 13-509. I went in on the 


purchase and installed mine in the Chevy I had at the time. About 6 
months after installing the rig, I headed out to the lot, planning to 
take a drive up the coast. When I turned the engine over (or at least 
tried to...) the radio lost a BIG pile of SMOKE! The car wouldn't start 
either. 


With the help of a shipmate, we got the car to the auto shop , and the 
ground wire from the battery was completely corroded through... 


What happened when I turned the key was this: 


Without a ground path to the block, the starter utilized the other 
available ground, the black #16 wire to the rig, and from there the coax 
braid to the dB Products mount. Trying to pull 300 amps or so through 
#16 is not recommended, but pulling 300 Amps through the ground foils 
around the circuit board mounting screws is even less desirable! The 
foil was GONE! Each of the board mounting screws had a 1/2" bare circle 
around them, and there was vapor-deposited copper and solder all over the 
inside of the mobile! 


It took me a month of scraping to get all of the shorts off the board, 
and I ended up replacing all of the switching transistors in the PTT, the 
relay and the finals! 


When the radio went back in, there was a fuse on each connection to the 
battery. And a second ground from the battery to the block! 


Better safe than scorched!

The only other company I know of that uses a variable speed design, is 
Generac. They have a couple of products for RV or motorhome use, but I've 
only seen them in camping supply or RV stores, and I don't have any 
experience or comments - good or bad - with those units. 


The Honda owner's manual has a wiring diagram that shows the input to the 
inverter solid-state module is a Y-connected three-phase winding built 
into the flywheel.

In addition, the output AC sine waveform is cleaner than most commercial 
AC mains, having only 2.5% distortion vs 5% distortion of most 
power-company furnished AC. For comparison, most conventional (brushless, 
or automatic voltage controlled) portable AC generators have from 19.5% 
to 23% sine-wave distortion. This data is from Honda's EU series 
brochure. 


These new units also have the lowest operating noise ratings of any small 


generator currently on the market, because of extensive sound-proofing 
measures developed by Honda.

Just note that the new EU series is 120 vac xonly*x. However, multiple 
units of the same model can be xparalleled* to increase output. And, the 
dealer I bought my EU3000is from did not know that it is electric-start. 
Seems Honda has omitted the battery electrolyte and instructions on 
filling the internally mounted 12v 9 A/H battery. (See, there is QRP 
related info in this posting, as this little battery would make for a 
*xswellx QRP rig power source when not using the generator!) ;-) 


The little EU1000i seems to be ideal for small loads, and it is much more 
available than the bigger EU3000is. Generator availability may get much 
worse by the end of this year - who knows? These new units are a little 
hard to find right now, and I paid $1650 for the EU3000is here in AZ. 
Most places want $1995 or more for them - if they have them. I didn't 
check the price on the smaller EU1000i units. 


And for those of you who question the load-starting ability of this 
alternator-inverter combination, my EU3000is easily starts a 7000 BTU air 
conditioner on my RV from low-idle speed. And, it will simultaneously run 
a 90Q0w microwave at the same time. There is a 12v, 12A battery charging 
output that is greater than most of the other models produce. I won't 
bore you with more details. If you want info - check out the Honda web 


page. 


I recommend you call as many dealers as possible for the best pricing and 
availability before you leave the house. Honda has a phone list of 
dealers available on their web page, listed according to State.

Let me make a quick comment and my time is limited as I am 
going out of town tomorrow and the kid is visiting on his 
was to LAX area for new job.... 


Between the sunlit side of the earth and the dark side 
there is a region where we see twilight. This area is 
happens to be constant in width. You can experiment 


with this by using a tennis ball and a flashlight 
and look at what I am talking about. Simplified version, 
of course. 


Now put a pin in the tennis ball and call that your QTH. 
Rotate the ball about the polar caps ( :-) ), you work out 
the physics on this, while the light is shining on the ball 
say on the equatorial plane. 


As the terminator (the area between the light and dark region) 
passes between you and another area on the sphere that you want 

to work (midway between you and the other QTH) you are approximating 
the Grey Line effect. If you are looking at a region that 

gets close to the poles you are at an angle, so the "effective" 
region looks larger. It isn't physically larger though. 


I'll work out the math for you if you want more, but it involves 
the cos(theta) between the great circle line between the two 
QTHs and the terminator line, where theta is the angle between 
the two lines. I'll again come back and reword this when I have 
more time.

A couple of nights ago I passed the 20 wpm test on the first try (along 
with the Advanced written). The inspiration to do this was this list which 
I discovered at the same time I was first licensed in October 1998 --- you 
gentlement and ladies are very inspiring and encouraging to us newbie 
lurkers. 


A big part of passing the 20 wpm CW test was a CD I got from Chuck Adams. He 
offered it on this list about 2 months ago for $10. It's about an hour of 20 
wpm 

names, cities, states, QSOs, and a long straight text. I highly recommend 
it. 


I listened to Chuck's CD (actually a cassette tape I made from it)back and 
forth 

to work every other day or so (after the obligatory news, sports, and 
weather). 


This was from 10 to 30 minutes depending upon traffic. It was kind of 

fun (Chuck has a pretty good sense of humor which comes through on the CD in 
his selection of names, etc.) Also, it was great to fantasize that it was 
actually you on the other end of that KH6 or KL7 practice QSO on the CD. 


Once or twice a week (M,W, or F) I'd catch W1AW at about 10:20 pm (eastern) 
for the 25 wpm and 20 wpm practice. I have not yet mastered the 25 wpm but, 


found it to be a great warm up for 20 wpm (20 wpm seems slow after 
struggling 
at 25 wpm). 


Another trick I used (this one is painful) was to deny myself the pleasure 
of buying significant QRP goodies and undertaking building projects. I'ma 
huge procrastinator so needed this extra bit of very effective motivation. 
The advantage was it gave me more time to operate with my existing SW+ rigs 
which helped on the CW (by the way 30M has been unbelievably great for QRP). 


Don't know if the above tricks will work for everyone but, for me it did.. 
was the first one to hand in the code answer sheet, scored 10 for 10 (no 
guesses), and was close to solid copy for the full 5 minutes. The VEC 
team was impressed and said it was one of the best they had ever seen. 


Have picked up the Extra theory book and hope to learn it over the next 
couple of months. Again, thanks to the list for the encouragement to 
continue to learn and upgrade (and a special thanks to Chuck Adams) .

Hi Chuck, 


I agree with you Chuck. I guess I oversimplified. It is of course true 
that the physical gray line width is constant with latitude. I said it 
incorrectly. If the physical twilight is all that Dave is looking for then 
a simple answer may be at hand. 


What I was speaking of was the width of a gray line window in time. Let's 
use the vernal equinox as an example, as you moves toward the poles it takes 
longer for the sun to set and rise for you. In fact, at the poles it 
wouldn't really do either all day! In other words, twilight (and the radio 
gray line) is short lived at the equator but last all day at the poles. 

Even in this respect, the width in degrees longitude goes from a few degrees 
at the equator to 360 degrees at the poles. This will vary considerably 
with season as mentioned before, especially if you are near the poles. 


If you were trying to work some long path (geometrical) on 80m for instance, 
your window of opportunity would be much shorter if you lived at the equator 


as compared to living near the poles (ignoring the auroral ovals of course). 


I believe that this variance in the twilight time window actually makes the 
"radio" gray line physically wider too (ionization effects). I may still be 
wrong on this one so maybe the experts can fill me in on this one. This is 
the way I understand it from the low band DXer gurus.

A few months ago, Ed, with the 
help of Bruce Muscolino, W6TOY, resurrected the original Tuna Tin 2, a 
famous Doug DeMaw QRP classic rig built and published in QST in the mid 
1970s. (A nice write-up of the Tuna Tin 2 revival appeared in the ARRL 
Web Extra, June 15th edition. (See 

http: //www.arrl.org/members-only/extra/archive/1999/0615.html.) When Ed 
told the local AZ QRPers that he was bringing the original Tuna Tin 2 
with him, he asked if they could put up an antenna at the hamfest so a 
few of the attendees could have a chance to operate the Tuna Tin 2. Bob 
Hightower, KI7MN agreed to put up a 40 meter dipole and help Ed set up a 
QRP station at the AZ ScQRPions booth at the convention. 


Ed then quietly asked the W1AW Chief Operator, Joe Carcia, NJ1Q, if it 
would be okay to operate W1AW/7/QRP from the QRP symposium at the ARRL 
AZ State Convention. An hour later, permission was arranged, and Ed 
finalized the arrangements. Look for the original Tuna Tin 2 rig as 
W1AW/7/QRP near 7040 kHz on July 23, 24 and 25, 1999. A QSL and a nice 
certificate are available for a 9X12" SASE (44 cents postage required) 
to all who work the Tuna Tin 2. QSL via ARRL HQ. You can also stop by 
the ScQRPions booth and operate the Tuna Tin 2 if you bring a copy of 
your license with you. 


Ed will also be operating the Tuna Tin 2 from his hotel after the 
convention hours, or from various campsites in the Grand Canyon area 
from July 25 through July 28, so look for WIRFI/QRP near 7040 kHz during 
the evening hours. For W1IRFI contacts, a QSL and certificate will be 
sent directly by W1IRFI (Ed QSLs 100%!).

I've been reading old (about two weeks) Digests and there was a lot of 
discussion on building a light weight portable mast. I thought I'd tell you 
about the one I built. 


Go to your favorite hardware place (one of those LARGE got everything in the 
world places). Get a cart - try to find one with 4 wheels. Look around and 
find the pluming area - don't go there, go to the opposite end and start going 
up and down all the isles. 


Pick up the following items: 


4 - short (1/5 to 2 feet) lengths of rebar - light weight is fine 
1 - roll of 1/8" nylon cord 

1 - roll florescent flag 

3 - eye bolts (about 3 inches long - can be real light weight) 

6 - nuts to fit the eye bolts 


Now head on over to the plumbing area. Pick up a thin section of PVC pipe. 
Hold it out horizontal then move it to vertical - did it bend in half - if yes 
then go to the next larger size. Keep doing this until they only have a slight 
bend to them during this process. Don't worry about the looks you will get - 
after all your a ham, you should be use to it by now. If someone asks tell 
them your putting in an over head sewer line at your house because your tired 
of digging up the old one when it gets clogged. This will be your top section. 

Now get the next larger size. the smaller one should fit snugly inside the 
larger. Now get one more section one size up. the first two should fit inside 
the third. 


Go slowly to the checkout - try not to run into anyone with your tubing. 


When you get home take the smaller two sections and drill a hole through them 
about 1 foot from one end. This hole should be just large enough to put one of 
the eye bolts through. On the smallest pipe drill another hole (same size) 
about 3 inches from the other end. Install the 3 eye bolts and use two nuts on 
each bolt (keeps them from coming off as easy). Have the eye bolt that is 3 
inches from the end with the eye vertical the other two should be horizontal. 


Now, with the pipes lying on the ground put the pipes together - with the 1 
foot section going into the larger pipe. Get your nylon cord out and cut 3 
lines going from each eye bolt to a place about 10 feet out from the base of 
the bottom (largest) pole (these will be your guy lines). Make them a few feet 
longer to make them easy to work with. Roll these up and attach (tie, tape 
what ever) these close to the eye bolt. 


When you get to where you want to put up the pole drive one section of the 
rebar half way into the ground. Put your three sections together and run one 
end of your left over cord through the top eye and somehow attach it to the 
ground. Let the other end (with all the cord left on it) sit on the ground. 
Uncoil the guy lines (just let them lie next to the pole). 


Go to the top of the pole and start walking it up towards vertical - it will 
sway but if you go slow (and if you can get some help with the guy lines) it 
will go up. Once vertical you can pick it up and place it over the rebar (it 
keeps the bottom in one place). Now you really need a second person. Have 
someone hold the mast vertical while you tie it in place - use the 3 rebars to 
tie it down. You'll find that you just want it snug - if you get it to tight 
you put a downward pull on the pipe and it will bend. Tie the cords at the 10 
foot location first, then the 20 then the top. Play with it until it is mostly 
vertical. 


Now attach your wire antenna to the line that runs from the ground up through 
the top eye and back down - this is your pulley. Carefully pull your wire up 
to the top. if it is an inverted V make sure the legs are where you want them 
and not tangled. 


I hope this makes since. It's worked well for me (you may decided to only use 
the two larger sections - it's a lot more stable but 3 will work. 


One last thing - during the summer PVC gets soft and will bend in the heat but 
it takes a day or so for it to change things too much.

Well, I was doing a couple of hmmmm's this afternoon, 
and I came up with the idea of creating a virtual-ham- 
radio environment on the web. Basically, it would be 

a server-client setup with band, mode, and power-output 
selection, directed toward individuals who were looking 
into getting a ham ticket. 


Basically, after you'd logged on to the server via the 
client software and selected your band, mode, and 
power output, you would be presented with a VFO, 
volume level, and all the other controls on a standard 
ham rig. The user could tune are and listen for other 
signals, send CQ (via space bar or "mouse keyer :‘)", 
or listen to the virtual W1AW :4). 


Propagation algorithms, along with web-site propagation 
polling, could be used to let the user "hear" what a band 


sounded like. Sound-card output would include static, 
fading , interference, and the other stuff that we have 
to listen to while on the air. 


Virtual callsigns and privileges could also be assigned 

to each user. VRSSNI/QRP (V RS = Virtual Radio Station) 

might be cool :4%). Virtual Novice, Virtual Tech, Virtual 
Advance, and Virtual Extra licenses could be issued. Each 
virtual license would have its limitations, of course. Virtual 
license exams would have to be passed -- and this license 
could be very close to an amateur exam! -- so that users 

could operate different modes and frequencies, just like 

real amateur radio. 


A virtual SPICE program could be created that would allow 


the operators to test their virtual rigs “on the air." :%) 

A virtual spectrum analyzer would rock! :4%). 

Anywho, I think that a virtual radio service -- are you as tired 
of reading virtual as I am of typing it? :%) -- would be a good 


introduction to people that are interested in ham radio. 
Propagation studies could be performed (with real-world 
frequency sampling and database storage on the server, of 
course), amateur exams might even become fun, and 

SPICE circuits could be played around with in a real-time 
environment without ever really getting on the air :‘%).
